DEATH LEADS 
TO HIS PLEA 
FOR SAFETY 

Asks Chief Howard To 
Start Campaign For 
Fewer Accidents 

Death of his sister in a traffic 
accident, coupled with steadily 
mounting death* in highway 
crashes throughout the nation, to¬ 
day prompted George Kellogg, 
president of the associated cham¬ 
bers of commerce of Orange 
county to issue a plea that the 
New Year may be launched with 
a determined campaign to spend 
less time in saving the lives of 
guilty criminals and more in pro¬ 
tecting the lives of our best citi¬ 
zens. 

Mr. Kellogg's sister, Mrs. Eu¬ 
gene Schenberger, 58, of Lake 
county, was killed late yesterday 
on the "speedway” 25 miles south 
of Bakersfield. She was riding 
north in a car with her husband 
when it was struck by a speeding 
automobile which skidded into the 
Schenberger machine. Mr. Kellogg 
today was awaiting details of the 
fatal crash. 

Was On Way Home 
Mrs. Schenberger, with her hus¬ 
band, was on her way home to 
Lower Lake, in Lake county, after 
spending the Christmas visiting 
friends and relatives in Southern 
California. 

In addition to Mr. Kellogg she 
Is survived by another sister here, 
Mrs. S. L. Aubin, 122 Orange ave¬ 
nue. Burial will be at Lancaster on 
Thursday, Mr. Kellogg said. 

Appeals to Chief 
In order that his loss may be 
followed by greater protection for 
Dthers on the highway, Mr. Kel¬ 
logg today addressed an appeal to 
Police Chief Floyd Howard of 
Santa Ana, recently appointed as 
chairman of the safety committee 
of the associated chambers. 

He urged Mr. Howard to do his 
utmost in devloping a program 
which will not only afford pro¬ 
tection to the lives of Orange

COUNTY FARM RECALL VOTE 
VALUE HIGH | SCHEDULED 

Area Ranks Second Only Anaheim Goes To Polls 
To Los Angeles; Mark Feb. 7; Justice Of 
Put At $171,980,314 Peace Is Target 


Orange county ranks second in 
the state in value of its farms. It is 
surpassed only by Los Angeles 
county. The Orange county value 
on Jan. 1, 1935, was $171,980,314. 
These facts were made public to¬ 
day in a preliminary report on the 
federal farm census, by Director 
William L. Austin, of the bureau 
of census, department of com¬ 
merce. 

The number of farms in the 
county has increased from 4960 in 
1930, to 6070 on Jan. 1, 1935, the 
report said. 

"The percentage of farms and 
ranches in this county operated by 
owners is unusually high,” said the 
report. “Out of 6070 farms and 
ranches 4946 were operated by 
owners, while only 678 were oper¬ 
ated by tenants and 466 by man¬ 
agers. The average size of farms 
and ranches on Jan. 1, 1935, was 
51.9 acres and the average value, 
$28,733. The average value per 
acre was $545.43. 

“The land included in farms and 
ranches in Orange county amount¬ 
ed to 315,310 acres. Of this land 
171,635 acres were in harvest 
crops in 1934. Only 490 acres 
failed to produce any crop, while 
12,838 acres lay idle or fallow. 
More than 105,000 acres were used 
: for grazing. 

"Livestock in the county on Jan. 
1, 1935 consisted of 2713 horses, 
1267 mules, 20,289 cattle, 7938 
sheep and 15,796 hogs.”

Charles A. Lindberghs, declared 
by members of the crew of their 
ship to have left the United States 
to avoid the execution of Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann, landed here 
today after a rough trans-Atlantic 
trip and went into immediate se¬ 
clusion in a hotel suite in the 
heart of Liverpool. 

They dashed down the gang¬ 
plank of the steamer American 
Importer, which carried no other 
passengers, and, escorted by a 
carload of detectives, drove di¬ 
rectly to the Adelphi hotel. 

Flee to Rooms 

There, the famous flier, his wifa 
and their 3-year-old sen, Jon, 
passed swiftly through Uie .-.oby 
without registering and went di¬ 
rectly to their rooms. 

Even the' numbers of the hotel 
rooms were kept secret. 

Friends and associates of Col¬ 
onel Lindbergh, since he left 
America, have given as one reason 
for his departure that he wanted 
his second son to grow up in nor¬ 
mal fashion, and have said that he 
intended to establish a home in 
England, but retaining his Ameri¬ 
can citizenship to remain there as 
long as he considers it necessary 
to insure his family privacy and 
protection from threats.

“absolutely indispensable” for con¬ 
solidation of occupied positions 
and to “facilitate future move¬ 
ments of several hundred thousand 
men." 

Fascists accepted this analysis 
as an assurance of a “new con¬ 
quest” once the task of consolida¬ 
tion has been completed, despite 
sharper Ethiopian opposition 
which caused the deaths of near¬ 
ly 500 white and native troops 
and 14 officers in the last month.

MANILA, P. I., Wednesday, 
Jan. 1, 1936. UP) Filipinos roared 
a wild welcome to New Year ’s day, 
the first under their common¬ 
wealth government, long before 
celebrations began in the United 
States. 

Americans celebrated at hotels, 
clubs and private parties to cheer 
the New Year at midnight, which 
/as only 8 a. m. Pacific standard 
lime Dec. 31 in America. 
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which is acting as a clearing 
house for the state. 

The federal law provides that 
in states having unemployment 
insurance acts, 90 per cent of the 
federal tax collected for this pur¬ 
pose shall remain within the state.

The state law provides that dur¬ 
ing 1936 the employer shall pay 
nine-tenths of 1 per cent of his 
payroll for support of the state 
program. In 1937 it will be 1.8 
per cent. During 1938 it will be 
2.71 per cent.

Employers of less than eight 
persons, and their employes, will 
not make any contributions, nor 
will employers or employes en¬ 
gaged in agriculture.

First contributions must be 
made to the state program July 
15, for the period starting tomor¬ 
row. Benefits begin Jan. 1, 1938

It was New Year’s day, 1919. 
Just a few weeks before the Arm¬ 
istice had been signed, and soldiers 
and their loved ones were for the 
| first time in years looking for¬ 
ward with whole-hearted joy to 
the dawn of the new year. 

Anchored off the shores of 
Brest, France, the U. S. S Virgin¬ 
ia, one of America’s big transport 
ships, was preparing to carry a 
load of war-weary soldiers home. 
The ship had arrived in port the 
day before, but with all the hurry 
and bustle there still was time to 
think of New Year's. On board, 
the enlisted men and officers were 
feverishly preparing for a gigan¬ 
tic New Year's celebration. 

Officers and men had each 
chipped in, most of them $5 each 
toward a fund to purchase tur¬ 
keys, spices and all those things 
that go to make up a real New 
Year's feast. Shortly after noon, 
lighters began heading toward the 
ship from docks. Each little boat 
was crowded to the gunwales with 
children. In all, 700 children, or¬ 
phans from the Brest orphanage, 
were taken on board the Vir¬ 
ginia that afternoon. They were 
made to feel at home, and as they 
marched into the big ship’s mess 
hall, their eyes fairly popped out 
at the sight of all the food spread 
on the long tables. It was a real 
New Year’s feast, and it was all 
theirs.

Long Remembered

whose families had been broken up 
I as a result of the war,” Sergeant 
Bums recalled today. “Many of 
them didn’t have the slightest idea 
where their parents were. They 
were lonesome and friendless, and 
in helping them have a good time 
the entire personnel of the Vir¬ 
ginia had a New Year’s day that 
, will be remembered as long as they 
live.” 

Sergeant J. T. Woolf, another 
enrollee at the El Toro camp, dis¬ 
tinctly remembers New Year’s day, 
1919. Sergeant Woolf was sta¬ 
tioned at Ransbach, Germany, 
with the American army of occu¬ 
pation, remaining in Germany 
until 1921. Sergeant Woolf was a 
member of C battery, sixth field 
artillery, and also a member of 
the battery credited with firing the 
first shot from an American gun in 
the World war. 

Pershing’s Bodyguard 

There is one man in particular 
enrolled at the El Toro camp who 
can look back upon his experiences 
during the war with a good deal of 
satisfaction. He is John V. Kelly 
who, during the war, was corporal 
of General Pershing’s personal 
body guard. Wherever General 
Pershing went, Corporal Kelly also 
went. Consequently he met many 
famous peopl* of the war period, 
among them President Woodrow 
Wilson, the King of Belgium and 
Marshall Foch. Corporal Kelly was 
with Pershing on New Year’s day, 
1919.

Perhaps women’s widest ac¬ 
claim the last 12 months was won 
in the fields of art, entertainment 
and aviation. 

Three major Pulitzer prizes 
went to women writers: Josephine 
Johnson, novelist, Zoe Akins, dra¬ 
matist, Audrey Wurdemann, poet. 
Anne Morrow Lindbergh gained 
new esteem for her account of the 
Lindberghs’ aid tour to the Ori¬ 
ent. Lillian Heilman, long a 
struggling press agent on Broad¬ 
way, wrote “The Children’s Hour” 
and became one of the year’s most 
celebrated playwrights. 

Leginska’s Opera 

Ethel Leginska composed, con¬ 
ducted and helped stage the opera 
"Gale,” given a successful pre¬ 
miere In Chicago. Antonia Brico, 
Californian of Italian descent, 
established and brought to a high 
degree of efficiency a symphony 
orchestra composed entirely of 
women—considered a remarkable 
accomplishment because scarcely 
a one of her players had had sym¬ 
phony orchestra experience. 

Mme. Ernestine Schumann- 
Heink entered the movies at 74 
and seemed assured of success. 
Shirley Temple, child star, con¬ 
tinued to captivate John Smith 
as well as his daughter. Elea¬ 
nor Powell, hoofer, twinkled on 
screen and stage. 

Rachel Crothers, dramatist, de¬ 
cided to put individuality into the 
movies. Making a percentage deal 
with Producer Samuel Goldwyn, 
she wrote the scenario, directed 
the cast for a week, helped design 
the gowns, helped create the set¬ 
tings, sat in with the cutting edi¬ 
tor. Payment will depend upon 
the picture’s success. Hollywood 
writers say she has helped blaze a 
new trail. 

New Air History 

Flying alone from Hawaii to 
California, and setting a Mexico 
City-New York speed mark, Ame¬ 
lia Earhart again made aviation 
history. 

Laura Ingalls sped from Los 
Angeles to New York in 13 hours, 
34 minutes, to establish a new 
mark for women fliers, and Helen 
MacCloskey did 166.63 miles an 
hour to write up a new feminine 
international record for light air¬ 
planes. 

Helen Richey, first woman to 
hold a transport pilot’s job, re¬ 
signed and later was appointed 
air-marking pilot for the bureau 
of air commerce. 

Governmental affairs yielded no 
outstanding new name, but wom¬ 
en continued to hold the impor¬ 
tant positions already won. John 
Smith no longer found it a mat¬ 
ter for comment that a women 
should be a cabinet member or a 
United States minister. 

And he might have been amus¬ 
ed, but hardly surprised, by the 
formation of a “League for a 
Woman President.”

START DRIVE ON 
VETS' BONUS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31. CP)— 
The 1936 cash bonus drive got 
under way yesterday with an¬ 
nouncement of Representative Pat¬ 
man (D., Texas) that the steering 
committee which worked for his 
bill at the last congress would 
meet Jan. 2. 

Patman’s measure, providing 
for paying the bonus with new 
currency, was defeated by a pres¬ 
idential veto early this year. 

The Texan asserted full cash 
payment now is his first consid¬ 
eration, and the method of financ¬ 
ing secondary. He told reporters 
he might compromise on the 
method but never on his demand 
the veterans be paid in full. 

The general elevation of Kaffa, 
a district in the southwest part of 
the great Abyssinian plateau, is 
about 8000 feet, while several 
peaks are over 10,000 feet. 


The year 1935 has been a pros¬ 
perous one in Santa Ana. Building 
permits, electric connections, water 
connections, postoffice mail, and 
telephone connections point defin- 
itly to this fact. 

Insofar as building in Santa 
Ana is concerned, the year just 
closed is indicative of a returning 
prosperity. In total number of 
building permits issued and in the 
total valuation of permits, it sur¬ 
passes any year since 1930 when 
there were 907 permits issued with 
a total valuation of $2,149,941. 
Since Jan. 1, 1935, there have been 
846 permits issued by City Build¬ 
ing Inspector Sam Preble with a 
total valuation of $932,159. 

Dropped In 1931 

In 1931, the valuation of permits 
issued in Santa Ana dropped from 
the two million mark of the pre¬ 
ceding year to $910,582. The next 
year saw another drop, when 457 
permits were issued with a total 
valuation of only $327,257. In 1933, 
1486 permits were issued, most of 
them as a result of rebuilding 
work after the earthquake with a 
valuation of $488,220. Last year’s 
total was 629 permits with a valu¬ 
ation of $354,134, or approximate¬ 
ly one third of this year's total 
valuation. 

Figures released today by Rod¬ 
ney Bacon, district manager of the 
Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany, indicated that the number 
of electricity meters installed in 
Orange county this year is nearly 
three times greater than the total 
for 1933. This year, there were 
1443 new meters installed in Or¬ 
ange county. Of that number. 277 
were new business house meters: 
the remaining 1166 were installed 
for domestic purposes. 

Water Meters Double 

The total number of new wa¬ 
ter meters installed in Santa Ana 
during the year just closed, is 
nearly double the number installed 
in 1934, according to figures re¬ 
leased today by Harry Hays, head 
of the water department, city 
clerk’s office. In 1934, there were 
36 new water meters installed. 
This year, there have been 66 new 
meters placed in operation. 

In going through the records, 
Mr. Hays found there are more 
meters in operation in Santa Ana 
at present than at any time in 
the history of the city. There 
are nearly 300 more meters in 
operation this year than last, Mr. 
Hays said. With the exception 
of the new meters installed, this 
figure represents the re-opening 
of old meters that had been dis¬ 
connected. 

Mr. Hays said the water depart¬ 
ment has slightly more than 9,- 
000 accounts, and that each 
month there are approximately 2,- 
000 delinquencies. As the result 
of personal contacts with delin¬ 
quents, however, the water de¬ 
partment has collected all monies 
due for water. Mr. Hays pointed 
out that during the past five years 
the department has refrained from 
using its authority to shut off 
water where accounts were de¬ 
linquent, and has tried to help 
the public make good whenever 
possible. 

Telephones Increase 

William Wells, Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Telephone company execu¬ 
tive, announced there had been 
a definite trend during the year 
just closing to establish new tele¬ 
phone connections in Santa Ana. 
The total number of telephone 
connections in Santa Ana for 1935 
was 6922, an increase of 450 over 
1934. Last year's total of 6472 
connections in Santa Ana was the 
lowest level reached since 1931 
when there were 7719 connections. 
Mr. Wells said the 1935 figure 
indicated that the 1932 level of 
7086 connections probably would 
be reached next year. 

Last year between Dec. 6 and 
Dec. 26. there were 7410 sacks 
of mail handled through the San¬ 
ta Ana postoffice. This year, the 
figure jumped to 7939. From Dec. 
1. 1934, to Dec. 26 of the same 
year, 544,000 letters and cards 
were “handled” here. This year, 
during the same period, there were 
617,900 pieces of mail routed by 
the local postoffice.

Death Is Running a Losing 
Race in County; Total for 
11 Months Under Last Year 


Death has been running a los¬ 
ing race in Giange county. 

During the first 11 months of 
1935 Death has failed to equal his 
record for the first 11 months of 
1934. So far this year, 1065 
deaths have occurred in Orange 
county, while for the first 11 
months of 1934 the total number 
was 1084. 

The deaths for the entire year 
of 1934 amounted to 1184, accord¬ 
ing to records in the office of Dr. 
K. H. Sutherland, county health 
officer. Thus, December of this 
year wili have to record 119 
deaths if last year’s mark is 
equalled. 

Figures for December are not 
all in and tabulated. Reports 


come to Dr. Sutherland’s office 
from cities and communities 
throughout the county and until 
they have all been received and 
compiled, the final total for the 
12 months of 1935 will not be 
known. 

Another indication that Death 
is running a losing race is seen in 
comparison of the figures for 
1934 with those of 1933. In the 
latter year there were 1227 
deaths, as compared to 1184 for 
1934. 

Records compiled by Dr. Suther¬ 
land show deaths from all causes, 
including automobile accidents, in 
the home or in industry, as well 
as deaths resulting from disease 
and natural causes.

BRUNS SEEKS 
WATER FUND 
DATA HERE 

Wants Public Informed 
About Metropolitan 
District Set-Up 

Councilman Plummer Bruns 
wants the people of Santa Ana 
informed on the exact financial 
set-up of this city in regard to the 
Metropolitan Water District, of 
which it is a member. 

"There seems to be an impres¬ 
sion that our share of the district 
expense is carried on with surplus 
earnings of the water depart¬ 
ment,” Mr. Bruns told the city; 
council at its meeting last night. ‘ 

At Mr. Bruns' request, City At¬ 
torney L. W. Blodget and City 
Auditor Lloyd Banks were author¬ 
ized to compile a report on the 
city's financial status in relation 
to the district. 

Increase Expected 

Mr. Bruns made his request 
after the council had decided to 
delay action on purchase of a park 
site. At an informal meeting of 
city officials yesterday it was ex¬ 
plained that an increase is ex¬ 
pected in the Metropolitan Water 
District tax rate and that funds 
in the unappropriated reserve 
might be used to help meet it if 
they were not used to buy a park 
site. 

These funds never have been 
used so far to help defray the 
city’s share of the M. W. D. ex¬ 
pense. 

District Sets Own Rate 

“There seems to he a misunder¬ 
standing," said Mr. Bruns last 
night, "as to where the money is 
derived for the Metropolitan Water 
District. I believe the people 
would like to know the exact 
status of the financial set-up, how 
much it has cost the city so far 
and how much it is likely to cost 
in the future. 

"Last year it cost us $15,000 and 
this year $47,000. The Metropoli¬ 
tan Water District board sets its 
own tax rate." 

Mr. Bruns also said he would 
like to know how much it is likely 
to cost the city to hook up its dis¬ 
tribution system with the water 
mains of the M. W. D. when they 
are built.

Josephine Johnson came into 
prominence with "Now in Novem¬ 
ber" which received the 1935 Pu¬ 
litzer prize. In "Winter Orchard,” 
22 short stories have been col¬ 
lected. 

All of these stories are cast in 
the minor key of "Now in Novem¬ 
ber.” They range from utter 
desolation and hopelessness to 
quiet resignation. “The Quiet Day” 
is one of the best examples of 
peace and hopelessness combined. 
We meet the senseless cruelty of 
man in such stories as "Stefan the 
Baker” and “Sure, That’s All.” In 
"Nigger Honeymoon,” the author 
has written with economy of 
words an unforgettable commen¬ 
tary on the position of the Ameri¬ 
can Negro. "Safe” tells of the 
unmeaning cruelty of a well-in¬ 
tentioned sister. 

More inescapable than the un¬ 
kindness of man is the quiet, un¬ 
faltering cruelty of nature. One 
of the most clear cut of all the 
stories is the one called “Dark.”

TOWNSEND PARTY 

D R. FRANCIS E. TOWNSEND’S announcement that 
perhaps his movement won’t have to sponsor a polit¬ 
ical party is an item of interest to those who have studied 
the history of the third - party movement in national 
politics.

In either case its end is served. A major party is 
much better equipped to carry on a campaign; and 
chances for success of the minority movement are much 
better in this way. 

If that may be the destiny of the Townsend move¬ 
ment, we await with interest the scramble between Re¬ 
publicans and Democrats to see which can adopt the pen¬ 
sion plan most diplomatically.
